Plans for 
Porto 
Rico Expedition 


Being Pushed. 


Gen. Brooks Will Soon Select Regi­ 


ments to Go. 


Washington, July 20—All the atten­ 
tion of the war department is now 
centered upon tbe expedition 
to be 
sent to Porto Kico and arrangements 
are being completed 
as rapidly as 
possible. 


Theotlicials of the war department 
are mum regarding the details of the 
invasion. 
It is believed that 
from 
5,000 to 7,000 meu, mostly regiments, 
have sailed from Tampa and will join 
Gen. Miles and the 5,000 men be has 
off tbe coast of Cuba. 
Three thousand 
men have sailed, or are ready to sail, 
from Charleston. 


A t latest advices Gen. Miles bad not 
yet left Guantanamo bay and he may 
not do so until uis reinforcements a r­ 
rive. 


The steamer Gussie has left Tampa 
with fully equipped supply trains for 
Randolph’s brigade and artillery for 
the first regim ent of the District of 
Columbia volunteers. 


Gen. Brooks arrived at Chattanooga 
this morning from W ashington and is 
now in consultation witn Gens. Wade 
and Sheridan. 
He will soon designate 
the regiments to accompany him to 
Porto Rico. 


Porto Rico may surrender without a 
blow. 
The war department will ¿end 
such an overwhelming force th at resis­ 
tance on the part of the Spaniards will 
be futile. 
If, however, tbe Americans 
get opposition it may be only a brief,

Washington, July -0.—Because of a 
failure on tlie part of General Miles to 
receive the orders the president pre­ 
pared late Monday to take command of 
the military expedition against Porlo 
Hico that oilici r did not depart Monday 
from Siboney. 
The misialce was soun 
corrected, however, and as a result of 
some short telegraphic correspondence 
that followed during yesterday it was 
gathered at the department that the 
Yale would start last night. Contrary 
to the first intention the Yale is to be 
convoyed by a naval vessel that Ad­ 
miral Sampson has been instructed to 
select from among the vessels of his 
lleet. This may result in delaying Geu- 
era! Miles’ progress st)mewhat, as none 
of the vessels with Sampson is able to 
keep pace with the Yale. Nevertheless 
there is no doubt that the general will 
Koach Porto Hico before the detach­ 
ment of troops from Charleston. 
TroopM to Leave Chifkaiiiuuu^a Next ^Veek. 


The personnel of the Porto Ilican ex­ 
pedition having been loft in a largo 
measure in the hands of General Brooke 
it is not po8*Jble yet to give an accurate 
roster of the organisations that will 
entir into it. The president ann; unced 
privately yesterday that while no date 
of departure of the troops to be sent 
from Chlckamauga to Porto Hico had 
been llxed, ho expected 
they would 
leave about one week from today. He 
is awaiting a detailed report from Gen­ 
eral Brooke recommending what troojis 
and 
supplies 
should 
lie 
sent 
from 
Chlckamauga. 
The 
pres-nt 
plan 
Is 
stated to be to embark tht m at New­ 
port News or Norfolk, and tho.'-e at 
Tampa either there or at Key West. 
What the Fleet Will Do at I’orto lllcn. 
Admiral Sampson has received final 
orders from the navy deiiartjnent a;j ti) 
the part the American lleet is ti» take 
in the campaign against Porto Hico. 
They are based on the view that the 
can’.paign is essentially an army move­ 
ment, the duties of the navy l»cing to 
lend every suppi»rt and assislaiice to 
the land operati'ms. The adm'ral is in­ 
structed to aid the army movements liy 
dispatching convoys when require ! anti 
by covering the landing of troops. 
As 
there is no Spanish lleet in San Jui'.n 
harbor or other Porto Hican ports the 
navy has a limited Held of operation. 
The reduction of the harbor fortUUa- 
tions will be the main work, ljut this 
and all other operations of the fleet will 
be supplementary to the main opera­ 
tions 
conducted by the army. 
The 
strategists, 
military and 
naval, are 
agreed in the view that the taking f f 
Porto Ricd is primarily a miUtary un­ 
dertaking, and Admiral Sami>son’s or­ 
ders are on these lines. 


Auxiliaries on Dloekaile Iknty.

of merchant 
ships,

When 
war broke out a large numljf^r of tiiese 
auxiliary craft were 
purchased.

there Is no further need of a coast 
patrol they can all lie utilized as bU>ck- 
aders. 


SKC'OM) QUOTA NTILL KllOUT.

Washington, July 20. •— Fairly good 
progress has been made with the re- 
cruitH/ent ior the volunteer army under 
the president’s second call for 75.000 
volunteers. 
The plan adopted by the 
war department was to recruit all the 
volunteer organizations in the army up 
to their maximum enlisted strength be­ 
fore entering upon the recruitment of 
additional troops. 
The total number 
of men required to fill out existing 
regiments was 37,5(!6, and according to 
the latest returns the total enlistments 
under this plan are 27,5ly men. In order 
to show the progress of recruiting un­ 
der the second call a statement has 
been prepared in the oiflce of the ad­ 
jutant general of the army, based on 
the latest returns. This shows the num­ 
ber required and number enlisted in 
part as follows: 
Illinois—Number re­ 
quired, 2,380: enlisted, 2,331. 
In diana- 
Required, 1,304; enlisted, 1,334. 
Iowa— 
Required, l.iiGS, enlisted, 1,549; Michigan 
—Required, 1,200; enlisted, 878. Wiscon­ 
sin—Required, 'JOO; enlisted, 924. 


Indiana, Minnesota, Missouri, New 
Jersey, Rhode Island, West Virginia 
and Wisconsin 
have 
exceeded their 
quotas, but all the others are behind In 
the supply of troops. 
The worst de­ 
linquent is North Carolina, which has 
furnished only flfty-flve soldiers to meet 
its quota of 783. Other delinquents are 
Colorado, Lou'siana. Nebraska, Tennes­ 
see and Virginia, each of which has 
supplied less thanone-third of the num­ 
ber of men required. Alabama, Massa­ 
chusetts, 
Arkansas, Georgia, Missis­ 
sippi, Oregon and Texas have done very 
little better, and are all very much be­ 
hind in meeting the requirements. Com­ 
plaint has been made also that in sev­ 
eral of the states an e^ort has been 
made to foist poor material on the gov­ 
ernment, and the adjutant general has 
issued an order directing a systematic 
inquiry with a view to eliminatinf such 
men from the organizations.

Ko Doubt That Much of the Port» BIc« 
force Goes from There. 


Chlckamauga Park, Qa., July 20.— 
There is no longer any doubt that Camp 
Thomas is going to furnish a 
large 
force of troops for the Porto Rico expe­ 
dition. 
The details cannot be had at 
this w’rltlng, but It is safe to assert that 
two divisions, and probably more, of th*i 
First corps will be ordered out, and the 
movement Is expected to becln today or 
tomorrow', at which time all the details 
will be arranged. The following organ­ 
izations were yesterday placed under 
orders to go to Newport News, from 
which point they will embark for Porto 
Rico: The Second brigade of the First 
division, First corps, consisting of the 
Fourth Pennsylvania, Fourth Ohio and 
Third Illinois, under command of Brig­ 
adier General Haines; light batteries B 
of Pennsylvania, A of Missouri, A of 
Illinois, and the Twenty-seventh In­ 
diana battery: the signal corps under 
Major Glarsford, the reserve hospital 
corps under Major L. Smith, and the 
reserve ambulance company under Ma­ 
jor Frank Boyd. 


That these will all go tomorrow there 
appears to be no doubt, and It Is more 
than likely that a larger force than this 
will be started by that time. The regi­ 
ments of both the First and Second di­ 
vision of the First corps have received 
various i>rders during the last day or 
two which they accept as almost posi­ 
tive evidence that they are to go. Still, 
for some reast>n. changes might be 
made, and the fact that the reclmenty 
cf the entire First corps have IxM-n lU- 
ted out alike suggests the probability 
of some changes in making up the force. 
By noon yesterday Colonel Hockwell. 
chief i>rdnance oflicer. and Colonel Lee. 
chief quartermaster, had finished whai 
had seemed the unending task of equip­ 
ping the First corps. 


There is now. perhaps, not a regiment 
In the c»)rps that docs not fuel that it 
will be among those picked out to go 
Nvlth General Brooke, and when the reg­ 
iments to go are designated there are 
going to be some sadly disapiminied vol­ 
unteers. for there is not a regiment at 
the park that does not feel that there 
are v.arious reasons why it is better 
suited to go to the front t^ian any other 
regiment.

Oakland, Cal., July 20.—The works of 
the Western Fuse and Explosive com­ 
pany were blown up by a murderous 
Chinaman at 5:20 yesterday morning. 
I^lve deputy sheriffs and constables who 
were trying to arrest the murderer were 
killed. 
The dead are: Deputy Sheriffs 
Charles White (son of Sheriff AVhlte), 
George Woodsum and D. C. Cameron; 
Constables Gus Koch and J. J. Lorri; 
Mrs. Hill, and Goon Ng Chung. 


The Chinaman had fortified himself In 
the magazine and blew it up w’hen the 
attempt to arrest him was made. 


The celestial, who w'as employed in 
the works, and who caused the awful 
explosion, killed a fellow countryman 
Monday afternoon In a quarrel over a 
Chinese lottery ticket. 
He then de­ 
fied the officers of the law who went to 
arrest him. The murderer fled Into the 
magazine, which contained five tons of 
giant powder, barricaded himself and 
threatened to blow up the magazine If 
any one came to arrest him. 


Would lile. Hut Never Surrender. 
Deputy Sheriff White, In charge of a 
posse consisting of Constable Gus Koch. 
BeDUty Sheriff George Woodsum, Dep­ 
uty Sheriff D. C. Cameron, Deputy Con­ 
stable J. J. Lerr! and Deputy Constable 
Harry Cramer, were on the scene of the 
shooting shortly after them urder, and 
kept guard over the Chinaman within 
his stronghold. 
All the officers were 
armed with rlfies. 
After repeated de­ 
mands to surrender had been made, to 
all of which the same reply came: “If 
you come in here I will blow up the 
magazine,” the oiflcers retired for the 
night within the private office of the 
company, about twenty 
yards away. 
Yseterday morning at 5 o’clock Deputy 
Sheriff White, after a consultation with 
the others, determined to break down 
the barricade, not believing the China­ 
man would keep his desperate promise. 
But One Piece of ChuuK Found. 
Accordingly the entire posse headed 
for the door. True to his word the Chi­ 
naman fired the giant powder, and In an 
Instant a terrific explosion occurred, 
killing five officers and blowing the Chi­ 
naman to atoms so small that but one 
piece was found. 
W’hlte’s body was 
fearfully mangled. It was found nearly 
500 yards away. 
Koch was also badly 
disfigured, but lyived long enough to be 
taken to the hospital In a patrol wagon, 
where he died. Mrs. Hill was visiting a 
Mrs. Pride, who lives across the way. 
She was killed by the falling debris of 
the building. All the buildings took fire, 
and the works are completely wrecked. 
Four houses are also blown down, and 
about forty partially wrecked. Deputy 
Sheriff Fred Sherltt and Deputy White 
escaped, but are painfully wounded.

Prom every side they showered 
bullets on their visitors, and Wright 
and his men had almost a miraculous 
deliveranca 
Several were killed and 
wounded, but tho leader and the ma­ 
jority of tho party inaimged to get 
away.—Atlanta Constitution.

>ve did not see it as it should bo seen 
until ono night in Colombo.

Hum tb(\se manufactured from cork 
wood, althoiigli the latter gives a much 
smoother finish. Cork .slabs for in.sulat* 
ing purposes, life preservers, cork soles 
and insoles and penholders are also 
made from cork waste. It is very large­ 
ly usL>d for a filler in the lining of cold 
storage and iee housus, siuco cork is a 
uoiH'onduetor of heat. 


Another and a unique u.*50 of cork is 
that to which it is put in the interior 
ironwork and plates of ironclads and 
steamers betwi-en the bottom of the ves­ 
sel and the si cond or false floor in order 
to prevent ru.it. The interior surface of 
the ironwork is coated with paint, and 
while the latter is still wet it is pow- 
deri'tl with cork dust in the .same wav

Til» Li‘»f CutU'r Bee. 


A writer in Knowledge describes the 
interesting opeivitions c»f the beo calle<l 
rhe “ leaf cutter. “ This in.si ct drills in 
a .sand bank a hole 10 inches deep and 
iKilf an inch in «liameter and divides it 
into tibitui a do^ien comi;:trtments or 
cells. Each cell is composed of pieces of 
leaf, cut into j)roper shapes and care­ 
fully fitted togt'ther. 
Rose leaves and 
sweet pea leaves are among the favorite.-i 
of the bees. 


The cutting is done with the jaws, 
while tlie six legi hold the leaf iu posi­ 
tion and enable the insect to turn itself 
about witli the precision of a pair of 
compas.ses. 
Some of tho cut pieces are 
perfect circles. Others are oblong figures 
of varying proportions. Having cut out 
the segment of leaf, an operation re- 
(piiring about 20 seconds, the bee car­ 
ries it to tho sand bank and then re­ 
turn:'} tor more materials. When a piece 
has been nearly cut oft', the bee, in or- 
de»’ to prevent t»*aring, poises itself in 
tho air with its wings and completes 
tho operation with a clean cut.

Art of Makiiiff a IVIustard Plaster. 


To put on a mustard plaster is not at 
all ditlicnlt, but to do it in the best way 
requires some care and skill. 
In the 
first place, remember never to give a 
cold m ustard plaster to a patient. To a 
weak or sensitive person the shock is 
often groat. 
Either mix w ith very hot 
water, or, better still, have a plate put 
where it can get wiirm while you are 
mixing. 
Having everything ready at 
hand, m ustard, flour and a spoonful of 
mola.sses, w ith a bit of old muslin or 
linen—an old handkerchief is the best 
thing for the purpose. Stir the m ustard 
and flour together first, making the 
plaster stronger or weaker w ith mus­ 
tard as you have been directed. 
Add 
the molasses and then the w ater until 
the smooth mass is about as thick as 
porridge or poultice. Spread your cloth 
on the w'arm plate, using the middle 
portion of the linen and leaving a m ar­ 
gin on all sides, which is to be folded 
back at the edges. 
P u t a second cloth 
over the whole, so that the m ustard is 
entirely hid between the two covers and 
keep on the plate until it is necessary 
to 
apply the 
plaster.— Philadelphia 
Ledger.
